mament within the last three hundred years. 
Tycho lirahe gives an interesting account 
of a brilliant star of the largest size, which, 
on account of its singular radiance, bad be- 
eome*the special object of "his daily obser 
vation for several months, during which 
the star gradually became paler, until its 
finaJ disappearance. .La Place states that 
one of the vanished fixed stars of the Nor 
(hern beroispbere afforded indubitable evi- 
dence of having been consumed by fire.— 
At firsi the star was a dazzling white, nes' 
of glowing red and yellow lustre, and final 
ly it became prle and ashy colored.

The Israelites in Palestine.

A Bavarian Jew, writing to the "Israel-; 


ite Indeed" has a statement upon the pro- 
cess of the restoration of the Jews to Pal- 
estine, which is worthy of note. 
He says : 


"The regatbering of the Jews is now be- 


ginning to take place. 
Not only many sin- 


gle families immigrate to Palestine, but 
there have been fcuDcd a number of socie- 
ties in almost every land on this continent, 
to prepare an immigration on a large scale, 
provided with all possible means, money, 
implements and tools, of every kind, to 
commence tbe cultivation of the long deso- 
lated land, at once, and with the utmost 
vigor. 
There are men of considerable 


wealth among them, and not one without 
some means at least to defray the espouses 
of the journey, and to purchase a plot of 
ground. 
I am happy to state that I am 


one of the leading members of a society 
forming here in Bavaria, which numbers 
already over nine hundred heads of families, 
besides a number of young people who 
would not form an alliance with tbe other 
sex, until settled in the Holy Land, upon 
the soil of their rightful heritage."

How to Make Good. Coffee- 


[n a most in.teresting article in 
the 


Popular Science Review, Baron Liebig 
gives us his opinion as to the best method 
of preparing coffee. 
He recommends boil- 


ng as the most efficacious mode of obtain- 
ing the valuable material of the berry. 
'With three-fourths of the coffee to be em- 
ployed, after being; ground, the water is 
made to boiJ for ton or fifteen minutos. 
The one-quarter of coffee which has 
been 


kept back is then flung in and the vessel 
immediately withdrawn from the fire, cov- 
ered over and allowed to statd -for five or 
six minutes. In order that the powder on 
the surface may fall to the bottom it is 
stirred round ; the deposit then takes place 
and the coffee poured off is ready for use. 
**Tbe first boiling gives the strength, the 
second adds to the flavor. The water does 
not dissolve of the aromatic substances more 
than the fouith part contained in the roas- 
ted 
coffee. 
The beverage when 
ready 


ough't to be a brown-black color ; untrans- 
parent it always is somewhat like chocolate 
thinned with water, anil this want of clear- 
ness in coffee so prepared does not como 
from the fine grounds but from a peculiar 
fat resembling outwr, about twelve per cent. 
of which the berries contain, which, if over 
roasted, is partly destroyed." 
The baron 


states the real flavor of coffee is so little 
known to most persons that many who drank 
his coffee for the first time doubted its 
goodness because it tasted of the berries.

Adams County—Her Undeveloped Besour- 
ces and Future Prosperity. 


Until the Bummer of 1863, the rank of Adams 


county among her sister Counties of the land 
of Penna., -was comparatively unimportant.— 
She was spoken of as buckwheat county, 
poor Adams, &c.—her inhabitants, gener- 
ally, not being possessed of great wealth.— 
Much of her surface being mountainous.and her 
soil not'generally very productive, she was lit- 
tle, and somewhat unfavorably known abroad.
